ABOUT  THEUCI 


Founded  in  1900  in  Paris,  France,  the  Uni¬ 
on  Cycliste  Internationale  (UCI)  is  world 
cycling's  governing  body.  Its  mission  is  to 
develop  and  oversee  cycling  in  all  its  forms 
and  for  everyone,  as  a  competitive  sport, 
a  healthy  recreational  activity,  a  means  of 
transport,  and  as  a  form  of  enjoyment. 

It  represents,  before  sporting  and  public 
institutions  alike,  the  interests  of  190  Na¬ 
tional  Federations,  five  Continental  Con¬ 
federations,  more  than  1,500  professional 
riders,  more  than  half  a  million  licensed 
riders,  several  million  cycling  enthusiasts, 
and  two  billion  bicycle  users  the  world  over. 


at  every  Olympic  Games  of  the  modern 
era,  and  cycling  is  now  the  third-largest 
Olympic  sport  in  terms  of  medals  awarded 
(66)  and  athlete  quotas  (528). 

The  UCI  promotes  its  own  events,  among 
them  World  Championships  in  all  its  disci¬ 
plines.  These  competitions  see  the  crowning 
of  the  UCI  World  Champions,  who  have  the 
honour  of  wearing  the  prestigious  rainbow 
jersey  for  a  year.  The  UCI  World  Champion¬ 
ships  representthe  high  point  of  the  season 
in  each  discipline  and  enjoy  extensive  media 
coverage  around  the  world. 


The  UCI  oversees  the  development  of  cyc¬ 
ling  as  a  competitive  sport  and  in  all  its 
forms  around  the  world.  It  is  committed 
to  meeting  the  highest  standards  in  all  its 
activities  and  to  earning  and  maintaining 
its  reputation  as  an  international  sports 
federation  of  great  integrity  and  achieving 
excellence  in  performance. 

The  UCI  manages  and  promotes  nine  cyc¬ 
ling  disciplines:  Road  cycling,  Track  cycling, 
Mountain  Bike,  BMX  Racing,  BMX  Freestyle, 
Para-cycling,  Cyclo-cross,  Trials  and  Indoor 
cycling.  Five  of  them  are  on  the  Olympic 
Games  programme  (Road,  Track,  Mountain 
Bike,  BMX  Supercross  and  BMX  Freestyle 
Park),  while  two  feature  at  the  Paralympic 
Games  (Road  and  Track)  and  four  at  the 
Youth  Olympic  Games  (Road,  Mountain 
Bike,  BMX  Supercross  and  BMX  Freestyle 
Park).  Cycling  races  have  been  organised 


The  UCI  also  organises  the  UCI  World  Cups, 
a  series  of  competitions  that  run  throug¬ 
hout  the  season  and  comprise  events  of 
the  highest  quality  in  the  various  discipli¬ 
nes.  The  UCI  World  Cup  rankings  provide  a 
common  thread  in  each  season's  narrative. 
The  race  for  the  leaders' jersey  represents 
a  major  challenge,  while  the  title  of  UCI 
World  Cup  champion  is  a  notable  sporting 
achievement. 

To  promote  the  global  and  equitable  de 
velopment  of  cycling,  the  UCI  founded 
the  UCI  World  Cycling  Centre  (WCC) 
in  2002.  As  well  as  serving  as  the 
governing  body's  headquarters, 
the  UCI  WCC  is  a  high-level 
training  and  education  centre 
that  welcomes  more  than  a 
hundred  promising  young 
athletes  every  year  as  well 
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as  people  taking  training  courses  in  cycling 
professions.  The  UCI  WCC's  programmes  are 
designed  to  give  everyone,  irrespective  of 
where  they  come  from  or  the  resources  avai¬ 
lable  to  them  in  their  respective  countries, 
the  opportunity  to  fulfil  their  potential  at 
national  or  international  level.  Daniel  Tek- 
lehaimanot  of  Eritrea  provides  an  example 
of  what  aspiring  riders  can  achieve.  A  UCI 
WCC  trainee  road  athlete  between  2009  and 
2011,  he  wenton  to  sign  his  first  professional 
contract  and  in  2015  became  the  first  black 
African  rider  to  wear  the  polka-dot  King  of 
the  Mountains  jersey  atthe  Tourde  France. 
Meanwhile,  Venezuela's  Stefany  Hernandez 
-  a  BMX  trainee  at  the  UCI  WCC  between 
2012  and  2016  -  was  crowned  a  UCI  World 
Champion  in  2015  and  won  a  bronze  medal 
at  the  Olympic  Games  Rio  2016. 


Cycling  is  also  more  than  just  a  sport.  The 
bicycle  fulfils  a  number  of  needs  outside 
the  sporting  environment,  as  a  means  of 
transport  and  recreation,  which  is  why  the 
UCI  is  committed  to  developing  its  Cycling 
for  All  programmes,  which  are  designed 
to  improve  conditions  for  cycling  and  its 
accessibility. 

The  UCI  is  responsible  for  ensuring  that 
cycling  operates  the  most  efficient  and 
advanced  anti-doping  programme,  and 
it  works  towards  this  in  collaboration  with 
the  World  Anti-Doping  Agency  (WADA)  and 
the  National  Anti-Doping  Organisations 
(NADOs).  The  UCI  is  not  directly  involved 
in  tests  and  their  planning,  however.  The¬ 
se  tasks  have  been  entrusted  to  an  inde¬ 
pendent  body  -  the  Cycling  Anti-Doping 
Foundation  (CADF). 
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UCI  ROAD  WORLD 
CHAMPIONSHIPS:  THE 

LEGENDARY  RAINBOWJERSEY 


Since  the  first  half  of  the  20th  Century,  this 
event  has  symbolised  joy,  drama  and  all  the 
stories,  little  and  big,  that  illustrate  cycling. 
The  UCI  Road  World  Championships  take 
place  every  year,  at  the  end  of  the  season, 
and  are  a  major  goal  for  the  world's  best. 
Paradoxically,  the  legend  began  amongst 
the  Amateur  ranks.  During  the  UCI  Cong¬ 
ress  in  Paris  in  1920,  the  Italian  delegation, 
backed  by  the  Belgians,  the  French  and  the 
Swiss,  asked  for  a  World  Championships  for 
professional  riders.  However,  it  was  for  the 
Amateurs  that  the  Championships  were 
organised  from  1921,  in  the  form  of  a  time 
trial.  According  to  the  UCI,  there  were  not 
enough  professional  riders  to  justify  laun¬ 
ching  such  an  event  for  this  category  of  rider. 
These  Championships  established  nearly  20 
years  after  the  Tour  de  France  (1903),  well 
after  Paris-Roubaix  (1896)  and  Liege-Bas- 
togne-Liege  (1892),  were  sorely  needed  for  a 
sport  thatwas  rapidly  gaining  in  popularity. 
They  replaced  the  Amateur  middle-distance 
World  Championships,  launched  in  1893,  but 
interrupted  in  1914  due  to  the  First  World 
War  and  never  revived. 

The  bicycle  was  all  the  rage  with  the  public. 
Created  in  1922,  the  GP  Wolber,  which  took 
place  in  France,  was  considered  the  non-of¬ 
ficial  World  Championships.  Then  in  1926,  at 
another  UCI  Congress  in  Paris,  the  governing 
body  came  up  with  the  idea  of  an  event, 
raced  on  a  circuit,  open  to  Professionals 


and  Amateurs  alike,  but  with  two  distinct 
classifications.  That  is  how  the  first  World 
Championships  for  Professionals  came  into 
being.  The  venue  was  Nurburgring,  in  Ger¬ 
many,  the  date  July  21,  1927. 

In  this  first  edition  there  were  no  unknown 
riders.  The  big  names  were  present,  such 
as  Alfredo  Binda,  surely  the  most  famous 
Italian  champion  after  Fausto  Coppi.  The 
Lombard,  an  exceptional  climber  and  winner 
of  the  Giro  in  his  first  participation  in  1925, 
won  by  more  than  seven  minutes  in  front  of 
fellow  Italian  Costante  Girardengo.  At  nearly 
12  minutes,  Belgium's  Jean  Aerts  finished 
fifth  overall  and  was  crowned  Amateur  World 
Champion. 

The  Amateur  World  Championships  con¬ 
tinued  to  exist  until  1995  -  crowning  the 
likes  of  Eddy  Merckx  in  1964  and  Jan  Ullrich 
in  1993  -  when  it  was  replaced  by  the  Men 
Under-23  World  Championships. 

As  the  years  went  by,  the  UCI  World  Cham¬ 
pionships  did  not  cease  to  expand,  with 
more  races  joining  the  programme.  In  1958, 
for  the  first  time,  a  race  was  organised  for 
Women  and  was  won  by  Luxembourg's  Elsy 
Jacobs. 

Between  1962  and  1994,  except  during  Olym¬ 
pic  years,  a  Men's  national  team  time  trial 
was  raced,  with  Italy  winning  the  first  edition. 
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The  same  event  for  women  was  introduced 
in  1987.  Their  last  editions  coincided  with 
the  launch  of  the  World  Championship 
individual  time  trial.  The  teams  event,  but 
for  trade  teams,  was  reintroduced  to  the 
Worlds  programme  in  2012. 

In  1975,  the  UCI  added  what  has  become 
a  not-to-be-missed  event  of  the  cycling 
season,  a  road  race  for  Junior  Men.  The 
introduction  of  a  race  for  Junior  Women 
followed  in  1987.  The  Junior  time  trials  be¬ 
came  part  of  the  annual  festivities  in  1994 
for  the  Men  and  1995  for  the  Women. 

The  UCI  Road  World  Championships  were 
interrupted  just  once,  during  the  Second 
World  War  (1939-1945).  Each  generation  has 
produced  some  of  history's  great  cycling 


names:  Binda,  Coppi,  Bobet,  Van  Steeber- 
gen,  Merckx,  Hinault...  the  winners  have 
the  honour  of  wearing  the  rainbow  jer¬ 
sey  -  white  with  the  five  coloured  bands 
representing  the  five  continents  -  for  the 
following  season. 

Together  with  the  three  Grands  Tours,  the 
UCI  Road  World  Championships  are  among 
the  four  most  sought-after  victories.  The 
unofficial  symbolic  title  "Triple  Crown"  is 
used  for  riders  who  win  three  of  these  four 
events  in  the  same  season. 

Only  Eddy  Merckx  (1974)  and  Stephen  Roche 
(1987)  have  been  capable  of  this  exploit, 
winning  the  Giro,  the  Tour  and  the  World 
Championships  in  the  same  year.  The  hall¬ 
mark  of  the  very  best. 
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AUSTRIA'S  SUCCESSES 

AT  CYCLING  WORLD 

CHAMPIONSHIPS 


Following  the  introduction  of  world 
championships  for  amateur  riders  in  1921, 
the  first  cycling  world  championships  for 
professionals  were  held  in  1927.  Over  the 
course  of  the  decades  Austria  has  won  six 
medals  in  the  disciplines  Individual  Time 
Trial  and  Road  Race. 

The  best  result  achieved  so  far  by  an 
Austrian  rider  in  a  professional  world 
championships  road  race  is  fifth.  Two  men 
managed  this  feat:  Harald  Maier  in  1985 
and  Tour  de  France  winner  Max  Bulla  in 
1931.  Paul  Popp  finished  fifth  in  the  ama¬ 
teur  world  championships  road  race  in 
Colorado  Springs  in  1986. 

Christiane  Soeder  was  a  medal  machi¬ 
ne  in  the  Individual  Time  Trial.  The  rider, 
who  was  born  in  Germany  but  competed 
for  Austria,  took  bronze  and  silver  at  the 
World  Championships  in  2007  and  2008. 
The  first  medal  for  the  men  was  a  bronze 
won  by  the  legendary  four-man  team  of 
Helmut  Wechselberger,  Bernhard  Rassin- 
ger,  Mario  Traxl  and  Johann  Lienhart  in 
front  of  a  home  crowd  at  the  1987  World 


Championships  in  Villach,  Austria.  The 
same  year  Gerrit  Glomser  won  bronze  in 
the  U23  Road  Race  in  San  Sebastian  and 
Rene  Haselbacher  finished  fourth. 

Austrian  riders  have  also  taken  a  number 
of  strong  top-ten  finishes.  Patrick  Konrad 
finished  10th  in  the  Under  23  Road  Race  in 
2013,  while  in  2001  Christian  Pfannberger 
took  ninth  place  in  the  Under  23  category. 
Alongside  Harald  Maier's  fifth  place  in  the 
professional  world  championships,  one 
of  the  strongest  showings  by  an  Austrian 
was  Norbert  Huber's  eighth  place  at  the 
amateur  world  championships.  Huber  was 
tragically  killed  just  a  few  weeks  later  in  a 
crash  during  a  race. 

Further  World  Championships  highlights 
have  been  provided  by  the  country's 
younger  riders.  In  2015  Felix  Gall,  a  former 
triathlete,  caused  a  sensation  by  winning 
the  Men  Junior  Road  Race  in  Richmond, 
USA.  He  managed  to  break  away  just  a 
short  distance  from  the  finish  and  hang 
onto  his  lead  by  just  a  few  metres  as  a 
French  rider  closed  him  down  on  the 
run-in  to  the  line.  Josef  Lontscharitsch  was 
the  first  junior  rider  from  Austria  to  win  a 
road  race  medal,  taking  bronze  at  the  1987 
World  Championships  in  Bergamo.  Marco 
Haller  also  won  bronze  at  the  2009  World 
Championships,  while  the  young  Tirolean 
rider  Benjamin  Brkic  put  in  a  strong  per¬ 
formance  at  the  2013  World  Champion¬ 
ships  to  finish  tenth.

GENERAL  ACCESS  AND  RESTRICTIONS 

EBU  in  its  role  as  Host  Broadcaster  will  be  wearing  grey  bibs,  and  that  will 
allow  them  access  to  all  areas  in  order  to  ensure  a  first-class  television 
signal  at  European  Broadcasting  Union's  standard. 

Except  for  the  Host  Broadcaster  no  members  of  RHB's  are  allowed  to  stay 
and  film  on  the  course  respectively  on  the  course  after  the  finish  line.  This 
area  shall  stay  as  safe  and  clean  as  possible. 

All  other  media  will  be  recognisable  with  other  bibs  and  will  have  access  to 
the  Mixed  Zone  as  described  above.  Please  note  that  a  special  access  card 
is  required  in  addition  to  the  bib  to  access  any  dedicated  position  of  the 
Mixed  Zone. 
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MIXED  ZONE 

The  Mixed  Zone  is  a  covered  area  where  accredited  media  can  conduct  interviews 
with  athletes  immediately  after  they  finish  their  race.  Separate,  allocated  areas  for 
RHB,  NRHB  and  Written  Press  will  be  set  up  in  the  Mixed  Zone.  As  per  previous  ye¬ 
ars,  all  riders  will  be  conducted  through  the  Mixed  Zone,  with  the  exception  of  the 
top  three  riders,  who  will  be  retained  for  the  Host  Broadcaster  flash  interview  and 
the  award  ceremonies  /,  before  being  brought  back  to  the  Mixed  Zone  afterwards. 

The  Mixed  Zone  will  be  located  close  to  the  finish  line  and  will  be  the  first  media 
contact  with  the  riders  after  the  race.  Any  interview  conducted  at  the  studio  plat¬ 
forms  should  be  done  once  riders  have  gone  through  the  Mixed  Zone. 

If  there  is  the  wish  for  live  interviews  by  the  RHBs  of  the  countries  of  the  Podium  ri¬ 
ders,  these  RHBs  can  conduct  these  interviews  at  the  same  time  as  the  winner  flash 
interview  as  well  at  the  flash  position. 

The  relevant  RHBs  shall  address  these  queries  to  the  UCI  floor  manager  present  in 
the  Mixed  Zone. 

To  ensure  smooth  processes  and  for  the  sake  of  clarity,  if  a  rider  has  been  chosen 
for  an  antidoping  control  and  in  the  case  he/she  is  asking  to  use  the  restroom,  this 

process  prevails  over  media  activities.  The  rider  will  be  brought  back  to  media  after 
the  test  has  been  completed.  Otherwise,  antidoping  process  takes  place  after  the 
press  conference.

Long  course 

The  six-rider  teams  will  make  their  way 
along  the  Upper  Inn  Valley  through  Telfs 
and  Vols  to  Innsbruck.  The  course  may  not 
be  particularly  technically  challenging,  but 


at  54  kilometres  from  start  to  finish  it  is  long. 
The  race  is  likely  to  be  decided  on  the  tight, 
twisting  and  slightly  uphill  section  around 
Kematen  and  Zirl.

The  race  begins  at  the  Swarovski  Crystal 
Worlds  in  Wattens,  one  of  the  most  visited 
sites  in  Austria.

The  first  seven  kilometres  are  flat,  followed 
by  a  steep  climb  from  Mils  to  Absam  with 
100  vertical  metres  of  elevation  gain. 

Rolling  profile 

Thanks  to  the  wide  roads  the  course  is  not 


particularly  technical,  but  pacing  the  effort 
correctly  will  be  essential.  Many  sections 
of  the  course  are  characterised  by  a  rolling 
profile  giving  riders  little  time  to  rest  and 
recover.  The  final  section  is  a  fast  run  into 
the  finish  through  several  villages  to  the  east 
of  Innsbruck  offering  great  views  of  the  city 
and  its  Olympic  Village.  The  race  concludes 
in  front  of  the  Hofburg  imperial  palace  in 
the  city  centre.

Like  the  Women  Juniors  Individual  TimeTrial, 
the  very  challenging  time  trial  course  used 
forthe Women  Elite,  Men  Under 23  and  Men 
Juniors  categories  will  start  at  the  Swarovski 
Crystal  Worlds  in  Wattens.

Passing  the  village  of  Fritzens,  the  riders  reach 
the  first  climb  in  Baumkirchen.  This  section 
of  the  course  will  be  particularly  interesting 


for  spectators.  Fans  will  be  at  the  heart  of 
the  action  as  the  riders  push  themselves  to 
the  limit  on  this  challenging  ascent. 

From  the  villageof  Mils thecourse  is  identi¬ 
cal  to  that  of  the  Women  Juniors  Individual 
TimeTrial,  meaning  riders  must  also  contend 
with  the  tough  climb  from  Mils  to  Absam. 
The  final  push  to  the  finish  is  a  rolling  sec¬ 
tion  through  a  series  of  villages  to  the  east 
of  Innsbruck  (Absam,  Thaur,  Rum,  Arzl  and 
Muhlau)  before  riders  reach  the  regional 
capital  itself,  where  the  race  finishes  in  front 
of  the  Hofburg  imperial  palace.

The  Women  Junior  Road  Race  will  start  in 
Rattenberg.

ELECTRICITY 

The  voltage  of  electricity  in  the  Tirol  is  220-240  volts.  The  type  F  plug  (CCE  7/4)  and 
commonly  called  a  "Schuko  plug"  is  used  in  Austria. 

International  visitors  who  plan  to  bring  electronics  or  appliances  should  also  bring  any 
required  adaptors  or  converters.  We  do  not  provide  voltage  converters. 

Save  electricity!  We  encourage  all  media  representatives  to  save  electricity. 


WATER 

Water  in  the  Tirol  and  Innsbruck  comes  fresh  from  mountain  springs,  it  is  pure  and 
excellent  quality.  Water  may  be  drunk  straight  from  the  tap.  Souse  your  water  bottle 
and  fill  it  with  fresh  Tirolean  water.

WEATHER 

Weather  conditions  in  Innsbruck  can  change  very  quickly.  The  average  temperature  in 
Innsbruck  in  the  month  of  September  is  2i.o°C  (70°F)  to  io°C  (50°F). 


LOCAL  CURRENCY 

The  currency  in  Austria  is  the  Euro  (sign:  €;  code:  EUR).  The  following  Euro  bank  notes 
and  coins  are  in  circulation:  Bank  notes  with  face  value  of  5, 10,  20,  50, 100,  200  and 
500  Euros;  Coins:  1  and  2  Euro  dominations  as  well  as  1,  2,  5, 10,  20  and  50  cent  coins. 
Foreign  travellers  can  exchange  their  local  currency  at  exchange  bureaus  and  banks. 
Banks  are  generally  open  from  Monday  to  Friday. 
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TIME  ZONE 

Time  zone  of  Innsbruck  is  CET  which  is  UTC  +2  during  the  days  of  the  event. 


PAYMENTS  AND  PAYMENT  METHODS 

Numerous  hotels,  restaurants,  shops  and  gas  stations  in  Austria  accept  debit  and  cre¬ 
dit  cards.  If  and  which  credit  cards  are  accepted  is  indicated  by  the  logos  displayed  on 
the  exterior  facade  of  the  respective  business  (usually  on  the  entrance  door).  However, 
it  is  recommendable  to  always  have  some  cash  with  you  for  buying  small  things,  as 
there  is  a  minimum  charge  amount  at  some  places. 


SAFETY  &  SECURITY 

All  venues  are  monitored  according  to  the  guidelines  of  the  Austrian  law.  Follow  the 
instructions  of  the  police  force  and  security  staff  -  you  will  recognise  them  by  their 
vests.  Always  keep  you  accreditation  card  with  you. 

If  you  notice  any  suspicious  persons,  items  or  actions,  please  report  this  immediately 
to  the  police  force  or  the  security  staff.

If  you  are  requested  to  evacuate  a  venue: 

•  Remain  calm  and  stop  what  you  are  doing. 

•  Follow  overall  instructions  and  move  quickly  to  the  nearest  designated 
emergency  exit.
